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In his motion picture debut in “East 
of Eden” James Dean was immediately 
acclaimed by critics as one of the bright- 
est acting finds in many years. Femin- 
ine moviegoers were smitten with the 
Dean brand of charm and he was firmly 
entrenched as a box-office favorite. 


Dean quickly followed his initial suc- 
cess with equally vivid portrayals as 
a juvenile delinquent in “Rebel With- 
out a Cause” and as Jett Rink, the 
ranch hand who becomes an oil million- 
aire in “Giant,” George Stevens’ pro- 
duction of the Edna Ferber novel for 
Warner Bros. 


James Byron Dean was born in Mari- 
on, Indiana, on February 8, 1931, the 
son of Winton and Mildred Dean. His 
father was a dental technician at a Vet- 
erans Administration Hospital. 


The family moved to California a 
few years latter when the father was 
transfered to a hospital in Los Angeles. 
In 1949 Mrs. Dean died and Jimmy was 
sent back te Fairmont, Indiana, to live 
on a farm with his aunt and uncle, Mr. 
and Mrs. Marcus Winslow. 


Though he was kept busy with the 
farm boy’s usual chores of milking cows 
and feeding chickens, Dean early dis- 
played talent as an actor. He won first 
place in the National Foresic League 
Contest held at Peru, Indiana. This 


Here's the late James Dean. Death ended 
his promising career at its highest peak. 
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cualified him for the national contest 


at Longmont, Colorado, where he re- 
cited Charles Dickens’ “The Madman.” 
Though he didn’t win, he impressed 
his high school dramaties teacher as an 
actor of considerable ability. 


All through high school he was active 
in dramatics, generally taking the diffi- 
cult character roles. He also was a mem- 


ber of the school’s baseball, track and. 


basketball teams. In his senior year he 
won a medal as the school’s top athlete. 
He also was awarded the art depart- 
ment prize. 


Upon graduation from high school 
Dean returned to California and enroll- 


ed at Santa Monica Junior College as a. 


Physical Education major. He also 
studied dramatics, spending consider- 
able time reading Shakespeare and an- 
nouncing on the school’s FM radio 
station. 


Later he transfered to the University 
of California at Los Angeles where he 
continued to participate in college dra- 
matics. There were numerous serious 
talks with James Whitmore, who lives 
near. the University. Dean credited 
Whitmore with giving him the stimu- 
lus to seek a career as an actor. 


Tiring of dabbling in academic theor- 
ies on the drama, Dean left UCLA. He 
decided to pound the pavements in

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New York City in search of a proffessi- 
onal acting job. 


With a few hundred dollars in his 
pockets, Dean arrived via bus in New 
York. He was overwhelmed by the big 
city and during the first few weeks 
didn’t stray far from his little hotel 
just off Times Square. He would see 
three movies a day to escape the lone- 
liness and depression he felt 


After spending $150 of his limited 
funds for movies he finally learned the 
ropes of looking for a job as an actor 
Broadway producers did not clamor for 
his services, but he managed to get 
enough work as an extra in television 
to eke out an existence 


A job as a sailor aboard a sloop was 
to lead to Dean’s first break. Though 
Dean knew nothing about sailing, he 
pretended that he. did when he learned 
that the owner had theatrical connect- 
ions. His sailing expedition up and 
down the Atlantic seaboard paid off 
The skipper arranged for an interview 
when “See the Jaguar” was being cast 
Dean won the highly dramatic role of 
a boy who has been shut up in an ice 
house for ten years 


After a year’s struggle Dean had 
made an auspicious start on the stage. 
Important television roles followed and

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then the role of a black-mailing Arab 
in a second Broadway play, “The Im- 
moralist.” For this he won the David 
Blum award as the most promising 
newcomer of the year. Then Warner

film star 


James Dean was an intense young 
man who mastered easily everything 
that interested him. This included auto- 
mobile racing; but, as a serious artist, 
he obeyed his studio’s dictum that he 
not engage in this sport while he was 
making a picture. 


It was on completion of his role as 
Jett Rink in “Giant” under George 


Stevens’ direction that Dean took up 


racing again. On his. way to a road 
race in his white Porsche, James Dean 
was killed at age 24 in a highway 
collision at Paso Robles, California

It isn’t very often that a great jazz 
pianist finds himself on the way to 
becoming a top pop song writer.
